Once  again  the  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  110 
persons  during-  the  year. 


The  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  10.6%  of  the  total  births,  which  is  a 
marked  improvement  on  last  year’s  figure  of  22.4%. 

The  district  is  wholly  rural  and  agricultural  and  contains  no  major 
township,  but  is  made  up  of  forty-five  villages  and  hamlets,  contained 
BT  twenty-six  parishes,  scattered  over  a  portion  of  the  Yorkshire 
Wolds.  The  villages  vary  in  size  from  a  population  of  69  to  627.

Nursing. 


Two  district  nursing  associations,  at  Westow  and  at  Gan  ton, 
provide  General  and  Midwifery  nursing  for  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  district.  The  midwifery  needs  of  the  remainder  are  served  by  the 
County  Midwives  from  Norton,  Speeton  and  Driffield. 

Plans  are  made  for  the  provision  of  general  and  midwifery  services 
for  the  whole  area,  on  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health 
Service. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  facilities  have  been  altered  on  several  occasions,  but  have 
throughout  proved  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Lymph  for  vaccination  is  obtained  from  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton,  and  material  for  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  Beverley. 

Water  samples  are  examined  at  regular  and  frequent  intervals, 
and  have  been  almost  uniformly  excellent. 

Milk  samples  are  examined  by  the  County  Council. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  at 
Beverley. 

Ambulances. 

There  are  as  yet  none  in  the  district,  but  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  an  ambulance  to  be  stationed  at  Weaverthorpe,  and  for  a  car 
for  sitting  cases  based  on  Sherburn. 
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In  the  interim,  existing  ambulances  from  Malton,  Clough  ton, 
Filey,  Bridlington  and  occasionally  from  Scarborough,  have  served  all 
existing  needs. 

Infectious  cases  are  collected  by  the  Isolation  Hospital  ambulances 
from  Bridlington  and  Scarborough. 

Treatment  Centres. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  each  month  at  Sherburn,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Canton  and  District  Nursing  Association,  and  is 
attended  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  District  Nurse  Midwife. 

The  majority  of  mothers  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  attend 
with  their  children,  and  show  great  enthusiasm  and  interest  in  hygiene 
and  mothercraft. 

Hospitals. 

The  district,  although  it  has  no  hospitals  within  its  boundaries,  is 
well  served  by  the  hospitals  at  Scarborough,  Malton,  York,  Leeds, 
Driffield  and  Hull. 

Head  cases  have  also  been  treated  at  Newcastle  and  Manchester. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  on  request  to  the  Avenue  Maternity 
Hospital  at  Bridlington,  or  to  the  County  Maternity  Hospital  at 
Westow  Croft,  We  stow,  within  the  District. 

Infectious  cases  go  to  the  Bridlington  or  Scarborough  sanatoria 
when  vacancies  are  available,  and  are  collected  by  the  Hospital 
ambulance  or  by  the  County  Council  ambulance. 


Clinics. 


Tuberculosis:  The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  holds  a  session 
every  four  weeks  at  Wellington  House,  Norton,  at  11-0  a.m. 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  month. 

Ambulatory  cases  for  diagnosis,  and  cases  to  be  followed 
up  after  sanatorium  treatment  are  seen  there,  and  radio- 
graphic  examination  of  chests  is  carried  out  at  Malton, 
Bridlington  or  Scarborough  Hospitals. 

Orthopaedic:  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  the  three  Hidings  of 
Yorkshire  attends  every  four  weeks  during  school  terms  at 
Malton,  Driffield  and  Scarborough,  and  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse 
attends  every  week. 

Venereal:  Four  sessions,  two  for  women  and  two  for  men,  are 
held  each  week  at  York  and  Scarborough.

The  Council's  housing-  programme  is  ambitious,  a  large  number  of 
houses  have  been  built,  and  many  more  are  on  the  stocks,  or  projected. 

Those  already  built  are  attractive  and  varied  in  design,  modern, 
commodious,  convenient,  labour  saving,  and  well  sited  and  adjusted  to 
the  varying  needs  of  the  villages  of  different  sizes. 

They  have  raised  the  standard  of  rural  housing  to  what  it  should 
be,  and  have  made  a  much  needed  contribution  to  the  problem  of  the 
drift  to  the  towns. 

But  much  needs  yet  to  be  done.  There  are  still  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding,  and  far  too  many  unhygienic,  insanitary  and  semi-derelict 
houses  under  habitation,  which  cannot  be  vacated  until  the  shortage  is 
relieved. 

Water  Supply. 

Four  major  regional  schemes  at

supply  the  greater  portion  of  the  district  with  an  adequate  quantity 
of  water  of  good  quality.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  JANUARY,  1948. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Norton  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  some  progress  has  been  possible  during 
the  year. 

The  administrative  side  of  the  work  has  now  been  organised,  and 
is  functioning  smoothly. 

A  commencement  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  proving  most 
useful  and  is  bringing  to  light  valuable  information  in  respect  to  the 
conditions  of  cottage  property.  In  many  villages  these  are  rather 
appalling, .  the  number  of  unfit  dwellings  is  very  high,  and  unless 
attention  is  given  to  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of  defective  property 
in  the  near  future,  the  number  of  totally  unfit  houses  will  be  increased 
considerably. 

The  high  costs  and  difficulties  in  obtaining  labour  and  materials 
is  delaying  the  modernising  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  but  in  a  few  cases 
progress  is  being  made  and  I  find  that  where  the  producer  is  really  keen 
and  anxious  he  can  overcome  the  difficulties. 

New  houses  are  being  built  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  I  hope 
that  some  of  these  will  be  used  to  rehouse  the  occupants  of  cottages 
which  were  condemned  a  dozen  or  more  years  ago,  and  which  are  now  in 
a  deplorable  condition.  The  relationship  between  myself,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Committee,  and  other  Officials  and  Staff,  has  continued  to 
be  most  satisfactory,  and  is  warmly  appreciated,  and  I  desire  to  tender 
my  thanks  once  more  for  your  interest  in  our  work.

Water  Samples. 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
Examination,  five  of  these  were  from  piped  supplies  and  three  were 
reported  as  being  unsatisfactory.  Three  supplies  from  shallow  wells 
and  springs  were  also  unsatisfactory. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure  a  pure  supply  at  these  premises. 

In  only  one  parish  was  a  water  shortage  experienced,  this  lasted 
for  about  ten  days,  and  was  from  a  private  piped  supply,  the  Council’s 
main  runs  to  this  village  and  it  is  hoped  that  shortly  all  premises  will 
take  advantage  of  this,  and  that  the  private  supply  will  be  cut  off. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
manner  which  has  apparently  obtained  for  some  years,  that  is  a 
quarterly  collection.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping,  several  sites, 
mostly  disused  quarries,  being  used  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  to 
operate  a  monthly  service  in  the  near  future,  and  to  include  dry  ashes 
in  the  refuse  collection. 

The  cleansing  of  open  water  courses  which  are  more  or  less  sewers, 
has  been  carried  out  with  casual  labour,  mostly  successfully, 
particularly  in  the  Wold  Valley  Villages. 

The  need  for  the  proper  sewering  of  the  villages  and  provision  of 
disposal  plant,  becomes  more  urgent  now  Council  House  Estates  are 
being  built.  The  present  method  of  drainage  to  septic  tanks  with 
separate  system  for  surface  water  is  definitely  unsatisfactory  and 
expensive,  and  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  is  becoming  a  regular 
feature  of  our  cleansing  service. 

I  should  like  here  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and 
co-operation  of  all  members  of  the  staff. 

From  the  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  I  have  received  nothing  but 
kindness,  help  and  courtesy,  from  the  day  when  your  Clerk  conveyed 
to  me  your  invitation  to  undertake  this  post. 

This  applies  also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  his  assistant, 
and  to  all  members  of  the  staff. 

As  you  are  aware,  with  a  part-time  appointment  of  this  nature,  a 
large  share  of  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the-  department  has 
necessarily  been  carried  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  he  has,  on  all 
occasions,  shown  himself  to  be  the  master  of  his  job.
